She Is 
now in Esquimau harbor making ready 
for sea, and will not finish her gun 
practice at present. 


The cause of the Grafton's return 


from the trip to Comox is connect- 
ed with .the sudden .appearance of the 
Russian armed auxiliary cruiser Lena 
in Sail Francisco. It is understood the 
Grafton is under cable orders from the 
British admiralty to protect 'British 
shipping on the American side of the 
Pacific at. a!! costs. It depends upon 
the decision of the United States gov- 
ernment regarding the Lena whether 
the Grafton will proceed 
south 
to 


watch her, and, if any British mer- 
chantmen be molested, capture and 
sink hor. 


Should the American government's 


decision be an order to the Lena to 
quit San Francisco harbor within 24 
hours, it is expected the Grafton will 
leave Esquimau harbor at her best 
speed with the object of intercepting 
the Russian off the California coast. 


A significant circumstance connect- 


ed with the Grafton's sudden and un- 
expected appearance in Esquimalt is 
that all shore -leave has been indefi- 
nitely suspended. 


The big cruiser also maintains her

St. Petersburg, Sept. 15. — The long 


delayed official report of General Kuro- 
patkin on the recent operations in the 
vicinity 
of Liaoyang sets at rest 


alarmist stories of the loss of guns, 
the cutting off of divisions and the 
death or capture of prominent com- 
manders, which have been freely cir- 
culated here. The report, which is a 
very long one, enters at considerable 
detail into the various phases of the 
battle of Liaoyang and entirely bears 
out 
the 
declaration 
that 
General 


Orloff's failure to hold the vital posi- 
tion at the Yentai mines was responsi- 
ble for the breaking down of the whole 
of General Kuropatkin's plan of bat- 
tle and turned a potential victory into 
defeat. 
The manneV in which the re- 


treat was carried out in the race of 
the terrible condition of the country 
and the determined pressure of the 
Japanese armies does much to restore 
General Kunjpatkin's prestige in mili- 
tary circles. 
" The report dwells upon the terrible 
difficulties encountered during the re- 
treat at Liaoyang from positions on 
the southern front when 24 horses and 
a whole company of infantry harness- 
ed to a single gun were not able to 
remove the gun from a quagmire. It 
is shown that the retirement from 
Liaoyang to the north bank of the 
Taitse river was carried out in good 
order and with celerity, under cover 
of night, on August 31, when it had 
become evident that General Kuroki 
was making a determined drive at the 
Russian 
communications 
north 
of 


Liaoyang.' 


General Knropatkin pays tribute to 


the courage and' devotion of every arm 
of the service under his command, and 
especially to the bravery of the troops 
to whom was set the task of recaptur- 
ing the Sykwantnn hill on the north 
tank of the Taitse river. The engage- 
ment of the night of September 2 was 
productive of some of the most severe 
fighting of the whole battle. 
It was 


practically a company commander's 
fight, commands becoming separated 
in the darkness and independent units 
acting upon their own initiative with 
the one object of carrying out the com- 
mander's orders to retake the heights. 
This account puts the Russian soldier 
in a very different light from the gen- 
erally accepted belief that he is a 
mere military automaton, capable of 
acting in a mass under specific in- 
structions. 
The necessity of retaking 


the Sykwantun heights 
formed 
the 


first break in General Kuropatkin's 
plan and lost him a whole day, Sep- 
tember 2, and thus delayed launching 
the blow against Kuroki: and when 
the Russians had just regained a foot- 
hold on the coveted position Orloff'3 
failure to hold the Japanese advance 
against the Yentai mines threatened 
! the envelopment of Kuropatkin on th-3 
north, crippled the whole scheme, and 
forced ihe now historic retreat to 
Mukden.

THE STARS BY DAYLIGHT. 


Tradition That They May Be Seem 


From Bottom of Shaft. 


Are the stars visible to ordinary 


sight in the daytimeV There is a wide- 
spread tradition tliat they are; that if 
au observer places binibc-H" at the bot- 
tom of auy deep shaft—:i.<; of a m'ne, a 
well or « factory chimney—which may 
bhut off scattered light and reduce the 
area of sky illumination acting on the 
retina, he will be able to discern the 
blighter .stars without difficulty. 
The 


tradition is oiie of a respectable an- 
tiquit\, for Aristotle refers to persons 
seeing stars iu daylight when looking 
out 
from 
caverns of 
subterranean 


reservoirs, and Pliny ascribes to deep 
wells a giuiilur power ol reiidcriu 
visible the stars, the light of whic 
would otherwise be lost in the ovei 
powering splendor of the solar rays. 


The tradition, well founded or uo 


has often been adopted for literal- 
efffei t. It seems almost sacrilegious t 
hint that no star known to astronomer 
could have shone down unceasingly up 
on poor Stephen Blackpool during hi 
s>e\en days and nights of agony at th 
bottom of the Old Hell shaft; that a 
the best he could only have caught 
glimpse of it for a few minutes in eac 
twenty-four hours as it passed acres 
the zenith. Dickens, indeed, does no 
absolutely say that Stephen watche 
the star by daylight. 
It is only 


natural inference from bis description 
but Kipling adopts the tradition in it 
extremest form when he writes of— 
The gorge that shows the stars at noon 
day clear. 


But is the tradition true? Of cours 


every one knows that Venus from tim 
to time may be seen even at high noon 
but then Venus at her brightest i 
many times over brighter than Sirius 
Then,'again, the assistance of a tele 
scope enables the brighter stars to I 
discerned at midday, but the telescop 
not only directs the eye and greatl. 
limits the area from which the skj 
light reaches the observer, but it enoi 
mously increases the brightness of th 
star relative to that sky illumination 
The naked eye observation of true star 
in full sunlight stands in quite a differ 
ent category. 


Humboldt, who was much interest 


ed in the question, repeatedly tried th 
experiment, both in Siberia and in 
America, and not only failed himsel 
ever to detect a star, but never cam 
across any one who had succeeded. 
Much more recently an American as 
tronomer set up a tube for the ex 
press purpose of seeing the Pleiade 
by daylight, also with no effect 
I 


has been supposed that Flamsteed, th 
first astronomer royal, sank a well a 
Greenwich observatory for the purpos 
of observing Gamma Draconis, th< 
zenith star of Greenwich, in this man 
ner. 


The existence of the well is undoubt 


ed, though Sir George Airy, the late 
astronomer royal, was unable to find 
it, but Flamsteed marks it on mor< 
than one of his plans of the observa 
tory, and there is a drawing extan 
of the well itself, showing the spira 
staircase that ran down it 
But its 


purpose seems to have been not to 
have furnished the means of observ 
ing the star with the naked eye, bu 
to enable the observer to measure, as 
accurately as possible, the distance o 
the star from the true zenith at the 
moment of transit. 


Sir John Herschel mentions a case 


which he considers as satisfactory evi 
dence, of an optician who stated tha 
the earliest circumstance that drew his 
attention to astronomy "was the reg 
ular appearance at a certain hour for 
several successive days of a consid 
erable star through the shaft of 
i 


chimney." This, it will be noticed, i 
second hand evidence. 
I have nevei 


been able to obtain evidence even so 
direct as this myself, though I have 
met several persons who felt quite con 
fident that they had seen stars by day- 
light on looking up the shaft of a 
mine, or that "some one had told them 
he had done so."-—Knowledge.

I had been raln'7 endeavoring to pro* 


duce a novel ihat the public would 
PUT tor and give me a profit. 
I bad 


striven to get up something in the line 
c£ the "present demand.'' I had done 
work to be proud of for the excellence 
af its style and work to be ashamed 
of for its sensational features. 1 bad 
tried every form of writing that the 
public had gone mad about Neverthe- 
less I had not been successful. 


After spending nearly fifteen years 


!n these efforts 1 received a call one 
day from an old friend who lv-d made 
as bad a failure in business as I bad 
made in literature. He told me that he 
bad entered my field and wished me to 
iook over a manuscript be bad brought 
with him. 


I don't know anything more uncom- 


plimentary than for a beginner in artis- 
tic work to ask for the approval of a 
man who has signally and persistently 
failed in the same line. Besides, to 
think of the poor fellow setting out'in 
a career of failure unconscious of the 
chances against him, expectantly look- 
lug forward to an immediate success. 
To crown the dismal condition, he bad 
a wife who must be hoping and ex- 
pecting with him, only to go on starv- 
ing while her husband was wasting his 
time. 


I read the manuscript that my friend, 


Otis Leonard, had written, and if there 
was any one redeeming feature in it 
I failed to discover it I made a strong 
effort to induce him to abandon Its 
publication, but he adhered to his in- 
tention to do so, and when he had 
tailed to secure its issue by any of the 
regular publishers was childish enough 
to use $500 his wife had received in a 
legacy in publishing it at his own ex- 
pense. 


A year after the book appeared it 


was no more known than when the 
first copy was placed on the stands. 
Two weeks after its publication Leon- 
ard asked a newsdealer how it was 
selling, and fie told the author that he 
bad had the book, but since there was 
'"no call for it" he had returned the 
copies he had received. 


My friends, knowing that 1 am an 


author, though an unsuccessful one, 
are prone to ask my opinion about 
books. One evening a lady on whom 
I called asked me if I thought that 
Gregory Pennycock hi "The House Un- 
der the Tree" was justifiable in bis 
treatment of Judith Sweet, the heroine. 
This was Leonard's story. 
Delighted 


that she had not asked my opinion as 
to the book's literary merits, I dis- 
cussed the matter with her to her 
heart's content. A few evenings later 
at a dinner company I was surprised 
to overhear a discussion of the same 
question. The lady declared that Pen- 
nycock was just the kind of man 
she liked, while the gentleman pro- 
nounced him a prig. 


During the next fortnight three dif- 


ferent persons asked me what I thought 
of "The House Under the Tree," and 
in every case fell to chatting about the 
action of the hero. 
What did it 


mean? I asked Leonard how bis book 
was selling, and he told me be had 
not heard of its selling at all. But on 
meeting him ten days later he said a 
slight demand had sprung up. 


In another month everybody was 


reading "The House Under the Tree"— 
that is, every one in the city where it 
was published—and as soon as dealers 
in other cities learned the fact they 
gave orders for it and placed it, stack- 
ed up, on their stands as the latest 
successful novel. From this time for- 
ward for four months there was a 
constant and increasing demand for 
the story, after which it was dropped 
and forgotten. 
The author having ad- 


vanced the funds for its publication se- 
cured a large royalty and came out of 
his venture with a profit of more than 
$20,000. I asked him what he intend- 
ed to do with this money, and he said 
his wife was going to invest it. 
I 


asked him if he would write another 
novel, and he said "No." 
To all this 


I looked puzzled. 


"Come and dine with me tomorrow 


evening," he said. "Perhaps I may 
throw some light on the success of my 
story." 


I had never met Mrs. Leonard, but 


as soon as I saw her it was apparent 
to me that she was a very bright wom- 
an. 
She was certainly an engaging 


one. She was very pretty, which rec- 
ommended her to men, and extremely 
amiable and politic, which recommend- 
ed her to both women and men. Leon- 
ard opened a bottle of wine, then said: 


"Come, my dear, tell us how you 


worked 'The House Under the Tree.'" 


Mrs. Leonard smiled, conscious of 


having done a good bit of work, and 
said: 


"After the book bad been issued six 


months and no one seemed disposed 
to read it Otis gave up all hope. But 
my money was embarked in it and I 
didn't want to lose it One day a pub- 
lisher told me that only books that 
"people talked about sold largely. 1 
didn't see why Otis' novel shouldn't 
be talked about I had a large circle 
of friends, and I determined to set 
them to talking about 'The House 
Under the Tree.' I went to twenty of 
my friends and pledged each one to 
ask ten persons if they had read the 
book, and if they bad not to nsk them 
to read it with a view to determining 
whether the hero was a good or a bad 
man. Two hundred people were invit- 
ed to give this opinion, and that set 
200 people to talking about the story.

Des ^loines. la., Sept. 15.—George 


E. Taylor of Ottumwa, la., presi- 
dential nominee of the Liberal party, 
sent a letter of acceptance to Stanley 
P. Mitchell of Memphis, chairman of 
the notification committee. 
The Na- 


tional Liberal party represents an in- 
dependent movement of negroes of the 
country. Mr. Taylor's letter is devot- 
ed in main to a discussion of the negro 
disfranchisement. 
It is bitter in its 


arraignment of both the Democrats 
and Republicans, and it holds the lat- 
ter especially responsible 
for 
the 


spreading failure of the negro to get 
full civil recognition. He accuses the 
Republicans of having betrayed the 
negro while holding out false induce- 
ments to him. He appeals to the ne- 
groes of the country to stand their 
ground, and insists that in that way 
alone can they get full recognition of 
their citizenship rights. 


Foraker Speaks. 


Lincoln, Neb., Sept. 15.—The cam- 


paign on behalf of the Republicans of 
Nebraska was opened at the Lincoln 
auditorium before a crowd which com- 
fortably filled the building. Senator 
Joseph Benson Foraker of Ohio was 
the principal speaker. 
Senator For- 


aker's address was an elaborate expo- 
sition of the issues which divide the 
two old parties, in which he compar- 
ed Republican and Democratic records. 
The political campaign, he said, pre- 
sented nothing to get excited over, be- 
cause the people Mere prosperous, the 
country was doing well, and the ver- 
dict in November, he was confident, 
would be against a change in adminis- 
tration.
